LURLINE MEETS DISASTER

Lightship Afloat and Fast to Dock at
Fort Canby—Imaum’s Five Thousand
Fine Cancelled—Steamship Coulsdon
Due Down, and Costa Rica In.

The following letter received yester-
day, by Collector of Customs W, L.
Robh, of the port of Astoria, from the
secretary of the department of Ilabor
and commerce at Washington, is, it is
hoped, the last bit of history of the re-
cent trip of the British steamship Im-
aum, to this port:

“This department is in receipt of your
lotter dated the 26th ultimo, transmit-
ting an application (fine No. 23) by 8.
C, Pemberthy, for relief in the matter
of a penalty not exceeding 5000, re-
ported to have been incurred through a
violation of the aet of February 15.
1803, in the case of the British 8. 8
“Tmaum,” which arrvived at your port
from Shanghai vin Kuchinotzu, in water
balast, without proper consular bills of
health, September 19, 1805,

(Here follows Captain
affidavit) “Bill of health stating that
the vessel is entirely free from doubt-
ful circumstances.” is produced from the
Kuchinotzeu branch office of the quar-
antine station of the port of Nagasaki.

“The department understands from
your statement and the corespondence

submitted, that certificate of the health|

officer has been granted under act of
February 15, 1803, and that there is no
sanitary reason for excluding the ves-
sel from entry,

“You will refrain from proceedings
for the enforcement of the fine. If the
money has been deposited to the credit
of the treasurer. you will please specify
the place of deposit. and the number
and date of the certifieate”
